ter of fixing the 
meter system rate 
and that it w ill have to be changed 
in a short time or the eitv will be in 
the hole financially. 
W hen the matter first came up for 
discussion the rate was a stickler 
and the officers of the various cities 
of the size of Brainerd 
were inter* 
viewed as to what 
rate they 
were 
charging. 
A ten cent rate was the 
one most generally in 
vogue aud 
when the ordinance was tir**t passed 
this rate was the one fixed, hut later 
the rate was changed to seven 
and 
one-half cents. 
The price is now thought to be 
ridiculously low aud in 
fact so low 
that the revenue is not thought to be 
at all adequate w ith 
the expense. 
In many cases also there i s a twenty- 
five |>er cent discount if the bills are 
paid before the loth of each month. 
Of course the meter system in the 
business districts has perhaps been 
more resourceful for the city but in 
the resident portion there has been a 
scrim ping to such an extent that tile 
revenues from this source have been 
greatly depleted. 
It is now thought 
that those who stuck out for the ten 
cent per kilowatt rate from the start 
were in the right. 
One of those w ho
